About a week ago 
the admiral 
suffered 
an

heart trouble and was taken to the 
raval hospital, whore he died. 
Admiral Mahan was born at West 
Point, N. Y,, seventy-four years ago, 
end after notable service itr the navy 
vias retired in 1896, 
He was tire s rn 
of Dennis Hart Mahan, a W est Point 
graduate, and was recognised as an 
international authority on naval war­ 
fare, ami his writings and criticisms 
of naval affairs attracted wide atten­ 
tion. 
He was graduated at the naval 
academy at Annapolis and promoted 
through the various grades until as a 
captain, in I s t;, ho was retired at his 
own 
request. 
Ten 
years 
later, 
in 
1006. he was advanced to the grade 
of te a r admiral, retired. 
During the 
civil war he had served on the ship 
rung less and later during the war 
served on the South Atlantic block­ 
ading squadrons.

With each Christmas celebration the Rod (Voss Christmas 
seals are becoming more and more an indispensable adornment 
of the Christmas package, bringing a Christmas suggestion of 
happiness and helpfulness. 
“ Just a square bit of paper that carries a dash of color 
and a brighter message of hope and cheer—and yet the Red 
Cross Christmas seal is endowed with a two-fold purpose that 
makes it the most powerful agency in the war against the great 
white plague.” 
All over the country the gay little holiday sticker is doing 
its part—such a big part for such a little picture, in the won­ 
derful life saving work of the National Anti-Tuberculosis so­ 
ciety. 
Tiny as it is iii size, as a money maker it is a giant, and 
most anti-tuberculosis organizations have come to depend on 
the seal sale as the largest source of income. 
It also offers double benefaction iii the fact that it bas been 
a remarkable means of spreading public education in regard 
to the stamping out of the white plague, for so extensive and 
well heralded bas been the crusade of the Red Cross seal that 
it is known to all the world and carries its own individual 
meaning. 
Last year the sale of these seals was nearly 45,000,000, 
netting $450,000 for the anti-tuberculosis campaign. 
It has been owing to the strenuous elTorts of tin* Browning 
club that the Red Cross Christmas seal has been made a thing 
of real magnitude in our own city. 
Last year these club women—and they are the right kind 
of club women too, with the helpful spirit in both philanthropy 
and civics—sold over 12,000 of these stamps. 
By this large sale they secured the services of a district 
nurse, free, for a mpnth, and the benefits which resulted from 
the nurse's visit are too well known to need recital. 
Spurred on by past success, this year the Browning club 
has determined to sell 25,000 stamps, and it is a foregone con­ 
clusion that they will sell them. 
The immense undertaking is the result of a double purpose, 
to aid in the work of protect ing all communities from the men­ 
ace of tuberculosis, and to make a splendid contribution to­ 
wards a permanent nurse in oflr own community, knowing well 
that there is no factor so important in the prevention of dis­ 
ease as the permanent nurse. 
The sale of 25,000 seals insures $200 to the local society 
for a district nurse, so that tin* greater part of the money paid 
out for seals comes back to us in direct benefit. 
It 's going to require hard work and steady pulling to sell 
such a large number of seals, but Christmas day will find it 
accomplished. 
The Browning women are just starting out in this season's 
crusade, but are finding a kindly reception and ready buyers. 
The business men are encouraging them with large pur­ 
chases and all possible help; the motion picture theater man­ 
agers have signified their desire to help; men, women and ehil- 
dren are buying tho bright little* seals for tin* Christmas pack­ 
age, for 
Christmas gift is q u i t e complete without it. 
Last year the selling of 12,(WX) stamps seemed a well nigh 
impossible undertaking. But this year, with twice the number 
to sell, tile unselfish Browning women are* .sanguine of suc­ 
cess, partly because the seal and its purpose has now become 
closely interwoven with the Christmas spirit and its purpose 
is generally understood. 
Through the purchase of Red Cross seals every man, wo­ 
man and child in Washington C. H. lias a share in the work of 
stamping ont tuberculosis and in bringing a district nurse to 
our own city. 
The purchase of these seals should he a duty and a priv­ 
ilege in which all should share and by prompt response lighten 
the burden which now rests upon the Browning club.

The Ancients Thought It Was a Drop 
of Dow From Heaven. 
No record exists or even tradition as 
to the discovery of the first peart. The 
mystery of its origin has doubtless con­ 
tributed in no small degree to (ruder it 
the prime favorite that it bas ever been 
in the eyes of the orientals. 
From time immemorial the nations 
of antiquity have used the peart to 
decorate their persons and adorn their 
temples aud we find many curious be­ 
liefs existing as to its origin. The one 
most prevalent In Pliny’s time was 
that pearls were formed from the dews 
of heaven, falling into the open shells 
at breed)i 
time, aud it was in allusion 
to this pretty conceit that a noble Vene­ 
tian lady named Corraro had a gold 
medal struck (bearing the date ltl20i 
on the reverse side of which is an open 
shell receiving the drops of dew from 
heaven which form into pearls as they 
fall. The motto was “ Bore divine** 
(by the divine dew). 
In these more practical but leRS poetic 
days the generally accepted theory Is 
that some foreign substance, possibly 
even a grain of sand. having by acci­ 
dent entered the shell of the oyster, a 
certain amount of irritation is induced 
which causes the exudation of a pearly 
accretion (known as nacre), and this 
effectually covers tip the intruder, and 
also that with the growth of the oyster 
the pearl increases Ut size. 
The pearl, unlike ail other gems, re^ 
quires no assistance from man to en­ 
hance its value, or from art to add one 
iota to its perfect loveliness.—National 
Magazine.
